The Advertising Agency in Export Promotion

ELL-PLANNED ADVERTISING is one—only one—of the essen- 
Wii prerequisites of exporting, but before dealing with 

the planning of export advertising I would emphasize one point 
in preface. In the export field it is a wise manufacturer who encour- 
ages his advertising agent to be in on the game from the outset. An 
international advertising agency based in Britain and operating 
through a network of associates or branch offices is admirably 
placed to serve the needs of a manufacturer who produces for export 
markets as well as for home consumption. 


For some time now it has been common practice for British manu- 
facturers to operate their export advertising on a four-cornered 
basis: the manufacturer’s Head Office in the United Kingdom 
working with the home agency and the local manufacturing com- 
pany (or distributing agents) in the market itself working with the 
home agency’s overseas associates. 


Experience has proved that this system of operating enables the 
exporter to maintain the best overall control of his advertising and 
at the same time permits just that degree of flexibility within the 
general framework which is so essential for a manufacturer who is 
dealing with a variety of individual territories and peoples. The 
system is common practice but not all manufacturers take full 
advantage of it. Many fail to appreciate that the role of the adver- 
tising agent at home and abroad does not begin simply with the 
selection of media and the production of advertisements. The 
modern agency provides its clients with a full overseas marketing 
service as well as an advertising service. If their services are called 
upon early enough both the home and the local agency can do 
much to help the client deal with his marketing and market research 
problems. These include the selection of a suitable market, the 
suitability of the product for that market, marketing, merchandising 
and distributing and as a natural corollary after-sales service and 
supply of spares. | 


In the absence of a local manufacturing company it is vitally 
important for the exporter to select an importing agent with a 
distributing organization which can handle his goods efficiently. 
But if the market is itself unsuitable, the qualifications of the agent 
are of little account. U.K. advertising agencies working in con- 
junction with their local associates will be able, through their 
research departments, to produce background information on any 
market. In recent years several specialist marketing organizations 
have come into being in Europe, which have representatives in all 
European countries. These organizations are equipped to provide 
basic marketing information either of a general nature or in 
relation to a particular product or type of product, covering one or 
more European countries. They can often be of considerable 
assistance in the early stages of market assessment and of sales plan- 
ning. Further guidance is always available through a number of 
authoritative sources, including the Board of Trade, the Federation 
of British Industries, the National Union of Manufacturers and the 
various Chambers of Commerce. 


The Board of Trade and the Federation of British Industries have 
a vast store of information readily available and “on the spot” 
answers to enquiries can be obtained from their Export Services’ 
Branch in London or any Regional Office. H.M. Government have 
also Commercial Diplomatic Officers or Trade Commissioners in 
most overseas countries, who can be consulted direct, and the 
Federation of British Industries have a network of overseas offices | 
which are well informed and forthcoming on subjects of concern 
to the exporter. 

Before decision is reached on the market to be broached the agency 
will obtain for the exporter up-to-date details of Customs, import, 
quota, currency and other regulations affecting his product. and 
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help him to become acquainted with such things as transport faci- 
lities, and in particular with conditions at the port of disembarka- 
tion and possible risks if a long haul by road or rail is involved 
after the goods are unloaded. 

Having selected a prospective market the exporter will need 
more detailed information before taking his project any further. 
If there is not a known demand for his product he must be satisfied 
that one can be created and stimulated to worthwhile proportions. 
There is no better method of testing a market than a personal 
visit by the Managing Director or other top executive. But if possible, 
his assessment of the prospects should be augmented by a report 
prepared by a competent market research organization. The opera- 
tive word here is “competent.” Not all countries have such 
organizations, although excellent facilities are available in a great 
many. Here again the research department of the home advertis- 
ing agency can play a great part in overseas market research, 
working either with the research department of its associate agency, 
if that exists, or with an independent overseas research organization. 


Production Suitability 


Suitability of the product for the selected country is of first 
importance. It must be right for the market—right in price, design, 
style and purpose. One can take the simple example of bicycles. 
In West Africa the buyer is influenced by colour—vivid green, 
red, blue and mauve—-and price. He has little capacity to judge the 
mechanical qualities of a bicycle. But selling in Holland or Sweden 
is a very different proposition. Here the preference is for an 
unostentatious black, and the buyer is critical of the engineering 
finish of the frame and components. Textiles which sell well in 
Canada are not necessarily suitable in the South of France or Italy; 
each country has its individual requirements. 

As I indicated at the beginning of this article, most manufac- 
turers will be well advised to engage the services and facilities 
afforded by a sound advertising agency in this country, be it large 
or small, which has subsidiaries or associate houses overseas. 
Leaving it to the locals, the importer and the local advertising 
agency, can be dangerous. The importer may not be best suited 
to judge media. He is primarily a salesman. Furthermore, he may 
have a preference for and indeed an interest in a medium which 
may not be in the most suitable for the exporter. The U.K. 
advertising agent on the other hand, by nature of experience, is 
well placed to assess media, media claims and media rates, and to 
discriminate between good and bad local organizations. Results 
indicate that the four-cornered system described earlier affords the 
most satisfactory balance of control for the manufacturer. 

During the planning of the advertising campaign the manu- 
facturer and his home agency should be in daily communication. 
Similarly on the overseas side the local company (or distributing 
agent) must keep contact continually with the local associate agency 
or branch office. The exporter’s Head Office and his local company 
or distributor will correspond with each other; the local agency 
will correspond with the U.K. principal. Advertising plans will be 
submitted from overseas, checked and approved at home and exe- 
cuted locally. This will ensure that an expert knowledge of local 
conditions is allied to the home agency’s background experience of 
the © geri operations in the home market and of the product 
itself. 


Advertising Media 


The exporter, in conjunction with his advertising agency, decides 
the amount of money he is prepared to allocate to advertising. 
According to this allocation his advertising agency will prepare a 
scheme for his approval, recommending the best media for his 
product—press, radio, television, cinema, posters, direct mail, etc. 
The choice must of course be governed by the nature of the product 
and the people the exporter wishes to reach. In under-developed 
countries such as those in the Middle East and parts of Africa 
where there is a high degree of illiteracy, it may be found that the 
best approach is vocal and visual, i.e. through sound radio, television 
(where such services exist), the cinema screen and posters. Further, 
it has to be decided whether the campaign shall be a blanket oper- 
ation covering an entire country, or whether a particular area shall 
be selected, at any rate for pilot purposes. This is dependent largely 
on the distribution facilities established for the product and the 
resources available. Most advertising agents can quote examples 
of unfortunate results from a campaign in an overseas country

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Advertising Facilities in The Middle East

IN APRIL AND MAY this year I was able to spend five weeks in 
the Middle East with the special object of investigating advertising 
facilities which could be of use to British exporters. I visited Cairo, 
Beirut, Bahrein, Kuwait, Tehran and several provincial centres in 
Iran. I had very helpful talks with the Commercial Officers in each 
area, who went to a great deal of trouble to ensure that I met news- 
paper managements, operators of radio and television stations, local 
merchants and representatives of British firms. 

The three great difficulties that face British exporters who wish 
to comduct imtensive or even rational marketing and advertising 
campaigns are lack of advertising media, lack of knowledge, and lack 
of technical services. And this is true in varying degrees and with 
different emphasis in all the areas I visited. And from what I heard 
it would also be true of the areas I did not visit, such as Iraq, Sudan 
and Libya. 


Advertising Media 


In the Western world the three most powerful media or vehicles 
for commercial persuasion are press and magazine advertising, radio 
and television advertising, and outdoor advertising. The high degree 
of illiteracy in the Middle East means that newspapers and magazines 
can give at best only a partial coverage of potential buyers of consumer 
goods. The strongest press is undoubtedly in Egypt, where the three 
main national newspapers have a weekday circulation of less than half 
a million in a population of 23 millions. In Tehran the two principal 
newspapers probably have less than 150,000 purchasers a day in a 
city with over 2 millions and a country with 18 to 20 millions popula- 
tion. In the buoyant Lebanon the fragmentation of the press into a 
very large number of papers with very small circulations is well 
known. In the flamboyantly prosperous Kuwait no daily newspapers 
are published, and in Bahrein and other centres of the Gulf the position 
is little better. 
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where distribution and supply were inadequate to meet the demand 
created by the advertising. If it is not possible to meet the demand, 
the exporter may well find that the harvest of his efforts is reaped 
by competitors from other countries. 


All advertising can be prepared in the United Kingdom and 
transmitted overseas when the exporter and the advertising agency 
are satisfied that it is exactly right for the selected market. A cor- 
rect choice of words is essential, and it is here that the advertising 
agent’s overseas associates must always be consulted. It is no use 
just translating an advertisement which might be appropriate in 
England into the language of the selected country. The advertise- 
ment must be completely re-written in the form which will have 
local appeal, taking into consideration such important factors as 
national customs, racial prejudices and religious taboos, etc. Local 
meaning of words is particularly important in the Middle East, 
Latin America and speaking countries. For example, in 
Arabic speaking countries a word may have appropriate meaning 
in E but an entirely different connotation in Morocco. In 
Switnalaad where German, French and Italian are used, words 
quite commonly have a somewhat different meaning from the one 
accepted in their country of origin. | 

The form of advertising must be appropriate to the country. 
The dignified, factual approach used for Northern Europe has to 
be discarded for a more volatile, colourful presentation in France 
and Italy, whereas in the United States you shout from the house- 
tops and set them aflame. 

A final point on the financial of the exercise. Confidential 
information is available from the Board of Trade on the status of 
prospective importers and overseas buyers and, where the exporter 
has doubts, he will find E.C.G.D. (59, Gresham Street, London, 
E.C.2) will insure him against loss on any reasonable proposition.

Mention should be made here of those Arabic language publications 
which circulate in a number of Middle East countries and territories. 


The most important of these to the British exporter of capital goods 
and engineering products is still Anglo-Arab Trade, with a controlled 
circulation in all Arab territories. This paper is directed to the more 
solid citizens, and is said to be most acceptable in the Persian Gulf 
States. Considerable sums are already invested in its advertising pages 
by British exporters. (The address of the publishers is Watter House, 
Bedford Street, London, W.C.2.) 


The value of Al-Alaam to advertisers is, on the other hand, in the 
consumer goods field. Well produced, and attractive in presentation, it 
appears to be fully up to the standard of popular Cairo and Beirut 
magazines, though I am not qualified to speak of the contents. This 
is an advertising medium which should be investigated by exporters. 
(The magazine’s advertising contractors are Middle East Services 
Sales Ltd., 14 Fitzhardinge Street, London, W.1.) 


Some advertising is now appearing in Al-Arabi, published by the 
State Printing-Publishing Department in Kuwait. A _ circulation 
between 60,000 and 70,000 is claimed, and it is specially strong in 
Jordan (12,000) and Iraq (9,000) where Cairo magazines are not 
allowed to enter. It has a reasonable standard of production, and is 
said to be more intellectual in content than most Middle East 
publications. 

Finally there is quite a widespread distribution of Cairo Popular 
Arabic Magazines and it is worth noting that some American ad- 
vertisers use them for selling products which are not on sale in Egypt 
itself. This is said to be particularly for the benefit of trade in Saudi 
Arabia, where advertising media virtually do not exist. Some Beirut 
magazines also have a wider sales area than the Lebanon. 


Unfortunately there is as yet no high-powered commercial radio 
in Arabic for the use of advertisers, though commercial transmissions 
were due to start in Jordan on October 1. A powerful centrally-sited 
sound radio transmitter capable of reception from Baghdad to Cairo 
may be too much to hope for in present conditions, but we got fairly 
near this once with the commercial transmissions from Cyprus up to 
1956, and experts have told me that there is nothing technically 
impossible about the project. 


Thirty-four minutes of advertising time is allowed daily on the 
State-owned radio in Tehran in blocks of 2, 15, 15 and 2 minutes. 
This is obviously a rather indigestible way of presenting advertising, 
but even so I was not surprised to hear that sound radio was the best 
and most economical way of selling consumer goods. It is hoped that 
a new State transmitter will be devoted to commercial programmes. 


Commercial television has made its start, and by now reaches about 
25,000 sets in Iran and 10,000 to 12,000 in the Lebanon. In Iraq and 
the United Arab Republic (both regions), where regular television ser- 
vices have started still more recently, the number of sets is also steadily 
increasing. It should not, of course, be overlooked that the average 
audience per set is generally higher in the Middle East than in this 
country because of the popularity of television in public places (e.g. 
coffee shops). Nevertheless, audiences are as yet comparatively small 
and it is difficult to make the stations pay. As a result, the standard 
of programme entertainment is still very low, though the technical 
equipment of the stations is good. The natural demand for television 
can be illustrated by the fact that though there is no Kuwait television 
transmission there are probably up to 1,000 sets in the territory, 
picking up programmes in another language from the station at 
Abadan. In both Tehran and Beirut several case histories of successful 
introduction of new lines through television were reported to me, in 
spite of the small audiences and relatively high cost. What is needed 
by the advertiser is a commercial television network to keep up 
programme quality and keep down costs, though it would indeed be 
optimistic to hope to achieve this soon across so many national 
frontiers. 

I found rather less enthusiasm than I had expected for cinema 
— raga Local knowledge is essential to get the best value 
out °

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Also outdoor advertising was, except in Egypt, less prevalent, 
less effective and less well maintained than one would expect. Fading 
in the strong sun can produce most depressing effects. 


This rather sketchy summary of advertising media in the territories 
I visited probably does not sufficiently indicate the great differences 
between the States. Advertising as we understand it in the Western 
world hardly exists in the smaller communities such as the Gulf 
States, where business takes on a much more personal note. 


In all areas some agents are very good, capable of planning com- 
prehensive campaigns and dealing with complicated problems of 
stocking and distribution. But there are many agents who take on 
the representation of too many lines, with the result that proper 
attention cannot be paid to any. And some have neither the training 
nor the desire to adapt themselves to highly competitive selling. But 
that is probably true of all parts of the world. 

In an area where the conventional media for advertising are so 
weak, flexibility of outlook in marketing and advertising is specially 
important. I was interested to find successful use of such Western 
marketing methods as coupon schemes, free gift promotions and 
demonstrations combined with sampling. This is not to say that 
marketing methods can be transferred lock, stock and barrel from this 
country to the Middle East. Local representatives and selling agents 
must contribute their knowledge of local habits, preferences and 
prejudices, which again may vary widely in different parts of the 
Middle East. 

And what of the services which are available to assist exporters 
and their selling agents? Research, though difficult, is essential if 
time, money and effort is not to be wasted. Some organizations are 
already working in Lebanon and Iran, and I saw media research 
reports in Cairo which showed some promise. 'T’o those who say that 
modern market and consumer research is impossible in such an area, 
one can only answer that it is now being successfully carried out in 
equally difficult countries such as India and Pakistan. 


There would appear to have been a considerable improvement in 
the standard of advertising agency service in Beirut and Tehran 
in the last few years, and a serious falling off in Cairo. I do not know 
what has happened in Baghdad. 


The case of Cairo is interesting, since even before the advent of 
television one could there obtain a greater percentage coverage of 
the population through press and magazine advertising, and also 
through posters and the cinema screen. It appears probable that all 
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advertising contracts will now be handled by the Societe Egyptienne 
de. Publicite (SEP), particularly after the nationalization of all the 
press this summer. All cinema screen and outdoor advertising already 
passes through SEP and it looks as if they will have a complete 
monopoly since they will also handle such commercial advertising 
as is allowed on Cairo Television. In order to be able to formulate 
and execute their advertising policies in conditions of , 
such foreign firms as are allowed to operate in the consumer goods 
field either have their own advertising departments, or get assistance 
from outside the country for the planning and creation of their cam- 
paigns. This is a less serious question for i since so few 
consumer goods are at present allowed into the United Arab Republic. 

There are a large number of advertising agencies in Beirut, but I 
could only discover four organized to give real service to domestic 
manufacturers and to importers; the standard of advertisement design 
and production was, on the whole, superior in the Lebanon. Some 
campaigns are, in fact, being placed by Beirut agencies throughout 
the Arab world. 

In Tehran there are two agencies worth consideration, giving 
service in all types of media. It is my belief that it is better for the 
British exporter to keep control of his advertising campaigns, which 
does not mean that they can be created and directed entirely from 
outside the area. A good selling agent will have a great deal to contri- 
bute, even though he is not equipped for advertisement production. 

It was often said to me during my tour that the products of other 
countries were being advertised more cleverly and with greater 
persistence than British goods. How true that is, I don’t know, 
because I read neither Arabic nor Farsi. I did, however, receive so 
many reports of better repair and maintenance services available to 
exporters from some other countries in the vulnerable fields of motor 
cars, lorries and consumer durables that I must record this here. The 
provision of after-sales service facilities is obviously of special im- 
portance in countries where mechanical and engineering facilities are 
relatively scarce. 

There is still widespread poverty in nearly all countries of the 
Middle East, but given stable political and economic conditions, the 
wider distribution of incomes is likely to be intensified in the next 
few years. This should mean an increased potential for small cars, 
consumer durables and consumer repeat goods. Competition is 
already fierce in these markets, and is growing fiercer. I do not believe 
that exporters in these fields can afford to be half-hearted if their 
trade in the Middle East is to survive. 





Study of Arabic for Businessmen 


UNITED KINGDOM firms with export interests in the Middle East 
will be aware of the commercial advantages in having staff trained in 
the use of Arabic. Such training is, of course, valuable to businessmen 
who actually visit the area, but it should not be overlooked that, in 
suitable forms, it can also serve to enhance the value of business 
contacts generally with Middle East nationals. 

For the benefit of firms who may be interested in the study of 
Arabic, the Advisory Council on Middle East Trade wishes to draw 
attention to the following details of some of the main existing facilities 
which may be suitable for businessmen: 


In London: 


(i) The Holborn College of Law, Languages and Commerce, Princeton 
Street, Holborn, W.C.1, (Holborn 5431) has evening classes (begin- 
ners, intermediate and advanced) in modern literary Arabic, and is 
proposing also to run an intensive Arabic Course for businessmen 
on one or two afternoons a week. 

(ii) The Berlitz Schools of Languages Limited, 321 Oxford Street, W.1, 
(Mayfair 4624) arrange private lessons. Fees for Egyptian Arabic: 
10 lessons (minimum) £12 7s. 6d.; 60 lessons £62. Fees vary for 
all other variations of Arabic taught. (Fees are reduced if pupils 


share). 

(iii) The School of Oriental and African Studies, University of London, 
W.C.1, (Langham 9021) arranges special courses for businessmen. 
Enquiries for further information should be made to the Assistant 
Secretary of the School. 

(iv) The Linguaphone Institute Ltd., 207-209 Regent Street, London, 
W.1, (Regent 4347/8) has prepared a conversational course consisting 
of records and books for the home study of Egyptian Arabic. (A 
similar course is also available in Algerian Arabic.) 

(v) The St. Marylebone Literary Institute, 248 Marylebone Road, 
N.W.1, (Paddington 0450) has evening classes in Arabic. 


In the Provinces: 


(vi) The Manchester College of Commerce, 103 Princess Street, 
Manchester, 1, (Manchester Central 3682) has evening classes for 
first-and second-year students.

These are generally degree courses — not normally suitable for business- 
men - but the following facilities are also available: __ 

(a) At Leeds University, hunch-hour classes (2-3 p.m.) considered to be 
suitable for businessmen, are held on Wednesdays throughout the 
session. Fees for the full session are £6. (Enquiries should be made to 
Dr. Macdonald at the University.) J 

(b) Durham University offers a one-year diploma course in Arabic — but 
this is open to graduates only, _ 

(c) At Manchester University, occasional courses in Arabic not leading 
to a degree may be taken. : . ? . 

(d) At Edinburgh University a special course in colloquial Arabic, which 
can probably be adjusted to meet the needs of businessmen, is 
arranged from time to time.

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The Importance of British Shipping in Our Economy 


THE IMPORTANCE of the contribution of British shipping in maintain- 
ing Britain’s balance of payments was stressed by Mr. Reginald 

audling, President of the Board of Trade, in a speech at the 
Chamber of Shipping dinner in London on October 6. 

‘There is no problem more important for all of us than our 
balance of payments,’ declared Mr. Maudling. ‘The position of 
Britain in the world and the prosperity of our people depend upon 
our ability to earn an adequate income from every possible form 
of trade. In this calculation the contribution of British shipping 
is of high importance. The carriage of our imports and our exports, 
the carriage of tourists who spend steadily increasing sums in 
Britain, and the earnings from cross voyages which represent some 
40 per cent. of the industry’s gross earnings, together add up to 
more than £800 million. This is a formidable figure, and, although 
it is true that net earnings have declined, this figure of gross income 
reflects the importance of British shipping to our economy as a 
whole. It is therefore the clear responsibility of any Government 
to give all possible support to our shipping industry and it is my 
belief that successive governments of whatever political persuasion 
have endeavoured to do so.’ He assured the Chamber that the 
Government looked forward to receiving their recommendations on 
policy which they had promised and that these would be given the 
most earnest and thorough consideration. 

*The pattern of world trade upon which the prosperity of British 
shipping depends has been and still is changing,’ he continued. ‘The 
policies of governments which affect the fortunes of shipping indus- 
tries throughout the world are also changing. It must be recognized 
that the changes that are taking place are not always to our benefit. 
The traditional pattern of British trade has been the import of food 
and raw materials and the export of manufactured goods. The 
circumstance in which British shipping has flourished has been the 
maximum freedom of competition between ship owners throughout 
the world. 

‘One of the most significant developments in world trade in recent 
years has been the extent to which trade between the industrial 
countries has grown faster than trade between the industrial 
countries on the one hand and the primary producers on the other. 
This trend appears to be likely to continue. It has important reper- 
cussions for the Shipping Industry both in the character of the 
goods carried and in the length of hauls involved. We are seeing 
the emphasis in international trade more concentrated on articles of 
greater value and less bulk. We are also seeing a greater increase in 
activity in the short hauls, e.g. between the countries of Western 
Europe. This means that the importance of the traditional long 
haul trade in bulk cargoes has declined in relative terms. It does 
not, however, necessarily follow that there need be an absolute 
loss of earning opportunities for the world mercantile fleets. 


Pause in Trade is Temporary 


“There seems every reason to suppose that the growth of inter- 
national trade in manufactured goods will continue. Increasing 
selectivity in the demand both for consumer goods and for modern 
capital equipment seems certain to extend the volume of exchange 
both in consumers and producers goods between industrial coun- 
tries. There is at the moment a pause clearly visible in the expansion 
of world trade but I am convinced that this pause is only tempor- 
ary. Countries throughout the world are committed to expanding 
economic policies and there is a general and most welcome tendency 
to reduce trade barriers so that all countries may share the benefits 
of the international distribution of labour. In these matters it is 
foolish to make firm predictions, but I am confident that the world 
movement of dry cargoes will resume a significant rate of expansion. 

‘One of the biggest individual items in world trade is oil. Here 
there have been special difficulties and many of the forecasts of 
recent years have in practice been shown to be inaccurate or possibly 
premature. But there can surely be no doubt that expanding pro- 
duction will demand expanding energy consumption and the volume 
of fuel moving throughout the world by sea seems certain to increase 
during the next decade. 

‘One of the outstanding problems of the present day is that of the

We are already seeing most encouraging results from the 
export drive launched by the Prime Minister. Although August 
is not normally a month of peak business activity, incoming 
enquiries to the Board of Trade Export Services Branch were 
15 per cent. up on last year. 

Particularly impressive results have been seen in London where 
telephone calls and personal visits have been running at record 
levels showing clearly the new sense of urgency and the growing 
desire to examine opportunities in the export markets. There 
has been a 90 per cent. increase in requests for help in finding 
overseas agents. 


Reports of quickening activity continue to come in from other 
parts of the country and from abroad. Our Trade Commissioner 
in Canberra, for example, has found himself almost snowed under 
with a record level of enquiries. We are expanding our export 
services to keep in line with this encouraging growth of public 
interest and activity. 


The President at the Westminster Chamber of 
Commerce Lunch in London, October 6. 
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developing economies. We are witnessing a conscious effort by the 
industrialized countries to assist the economic growth of these 
countries. This reflects a growing realization that the world must 
not remain divided as it is between the have’s and the have-nots. 
In the past the underdeveloped countries have been primarily pro- 
ducers of foodstuffs and raw materials. As their prosperity increases 
and as the general wealth of the world grows, so consumption of 
food and raw materials must increase. I doubt if the bulk of 
foodstuffs moving into international trade will grow very fast. 
Already in North America and Western Europe, for example, 
people are eating all they need in terms of volume. Future growth 
will tend to be in terms of more specialization, greater processing, 
better packaging and higher quality. This will clearly reflect itself 
in the conditions of international shipping. So far as raw materials 
are concerned one would expect to see a fairly steady growth of 
world consumption, although there will be great variations between 
individual commodities, particularly as modern technology gives 
increasing scope for substitution. I believe it is in the trade in manu- 
factures and particularly in the simpler manufactures that the main 
expansion will come. 


Aid and Trade for Underdeveloped Countries 


‘As the economies of the underdeveloped countries of Asia, Africa 
and South America grow stronger so their output of manufactures 
will increase. We must all recognize that it is not enough to provide 
capital and technical assistance. We must provide markets as well. 
Aid without trade is not enough. All the efforts of the Western 
countries to help the underdeveloped nations to increase their living 
standards will be frustrated if we refuse to buy the products of 
their developing industries. The future pattern of trade, which 
must be an expanding one, must include a greater specialization in 
the exports of the industrial countries and an increase in the exports 
of manufactured products by the developing countries. It seems to 
me that in this field there will be big opportunities for British 
shipping. 

‘It seems likely also that there will be a great increase in tourism. 
It is often possible to get some line on development in the Western 
world generally by studying developments in the United States. We 
have seen that as the prosperity of the United States has increased 
and as the demand for motor cars and refrigerators and household 
appliances has been progressively met, so people are turning more 
and more to spending their increasing incomes on tourism. I believe 
this is a phenomenon that is spreading and will spread, with benefit 
both to the shipping industry and also to the general development 
of friendship and understanding between the peoples of the world. 

‘The first estimate we must try to make is of the pattern of 
international trade, to which I have been referring. The second is 
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the competitive position of British shipping. Here you have been 
greatly troubled for many years by flags of convenience and by 
discriminatory practices designed to promote growth of national- 
flag fleets beyond what can be justified by commercial 
considerations. 

‘The Government would claim that in recent years the investment 
allowance has gone a long way to eliminate the advantage pre- 
viously enjoyed by flags of convenience. Of course, it is not a com- 
plete answer to all problems. It is admittedly of less assistance to 
the smaller owners and, in their case particularly, there are prob- 
lems of the availability of finance still to be solved. But I think 
that there is evidence to show that the investment allowance is pro- 
ducing really substantial results. I am told that an investment allow- 
ance is no use if people are not earning any profits. But neither 
frankly in those circumstances is there any benefit gained from 
total exemption from taxation of profits. And I would remind you 
that the unexpended portion of capital allowances can be carried 
forward: this, | am sure, is going to be of great benefit to many 
British owners. 

‘The more serious danger, to my mind, is that of what is broadly 
called flag discrimination. The Government recognize that the inter- 
ests of this country and of our shipping industry lie in the maximum 
freedom of world trade, the abolition of restrictions and discrimina- 
tion, and we have consistently done all we can to promote these 
conditions. This is certainly as true of shipping as it is of trade 
generally. My colleague the Minister of Transport has put this point 
of view vigorously to our American friends and, for my part, when- 
ever I have visited America I have stressed the shipping problem, 
in private and in public, as one that H.M. Government regard as 
outstandingly serious and urgent. I believe that the American 
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administration now fully understand our point of view. I think also 
we should understand theirs. Their 50 per cent. rule affects only 
a small percentage of the total United States foreign cargoes and 
we must not forget that the massive American Aid programme, 
with which this policy has been associated, has in itself greatly 
added to the volume of goods moving into world trade. 

“Yet what I believe you feel, and rightly, is the power of example. 
The general extension of discriminatory practices, either by sub- 
sidies or cargo preference, is contrary to the interest of the shipping 
nations and, I believe, to the interest of the commerce of the free 
world as a whole. We believe it would be of great benefit if our 
American friends could co-operate with us in this matter and see 
whether we cannot expand in the shipping field those principles of 
competitive unrestricted international trade which both our coun- 
tries seek to apply in international trade generally. 


‘It seems to me that is an analogy between flag discrimination 
and such matters as export subsidies and tax incentives to exporters. 
In these two latter fields, which are more familiar to the Board 
of Trade than the shipping problem, we have had always to choose 
between trying to achieve non-aggression agreements or entering 
into a competition. We have always felt that it is better for us to 
try and achieve general international agreement. We cannot, of 
course, allow our traders to be placed in a wholly unfair competitive 
position: on the other hand, we must be careful of entering into a 
competition in such artificial aids to trade, which, though in the 
short run they appear attractive, in the long run may lead to a 
general breakdown in the system of free international exchange 
which is of benefit to this country. The line is often very hard 
to draw and it is, I am sure, a matter upon which government and 
industry must work very closely together.’ 


Growing Will to Avoid Economic Division in Europe 


‘IN THE VIEW of the British Government, the problem of Euro- 
pean trade relations that arises from the separate development of 
the Six and the Seven is of the highest importance,’ declared Mr. 
Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, at the Fourth 
International Conference of Manufacturers’ banquet, at the Guildhall, 
on October 4. ‘We believe it is a matter of urgency to find a solution 
to the threatened division of Western Europe, that will be in harmony 
with the interests and purposes of both groups. For our part, too, 
we must be concerned to protect the traditional interests of our sister 
nations of the British Commonwealth. We have always declared our 
confidence that a solution can be found, and we were encouraged that 
it was possible to negotiate the EFTA Agreement to which we attach 
so much importance without any problem of Commonwealth trade 
arising. 

‘Because of the importance we attach to this problem, it was naturally 
one of the main topics for discussion at the recent meeting of Common- 
wealth Finance Ministers. This meeting was extremely valuable. 
We shall be having another meeting next week with our colleagues in 
the EFTA. We are in the process of analysing the practical problems 
involved and seeing whether a new and satisfactory basis can be found 
on which to negotiate a lasting solution.’ 

Mr. Maudling said he had seen in some quarters expressions of 
surprise at the result of the Commonwealth Finance Ministers’ 
Conference. It had even been suggested that new obstacles to under- 
standing in Europe had arisen. That was a complete misapprehension. 
No one who understood the Commonwealth attitude should have 
been in any way surprised at the results of the discussions. 

‘I and my colleagues have pointed out time and again the immense 
importance of the British market for our Commonwealth colleagues, 
and the great significance of duty-free entry in particular in our 
Commonwealth trading system,’ Mr. Maudling said. ‘As we have 
explained, the fact that the terms of the Treaty of Rome would bring 
Commonwealth free entry to an end is one of the main difficulties 
we have always seen in it. We still do over 40 per cent. of our trade 
with the Commonwealth and, vitally important as is the developing 
economy of Europe, we should be foolish to neglect this fact. We 
feel, moreover, that there are great difficulties for us and, indeed, for 
any industrialized country in a course which involves putting new or 
higher duties on imports, thereby increasing production costs, erecting 
new barriers to the flow of trade, and in many cases creating new 
problems for the under-developed countries for whom development 
aid and capital assistance is inadequate without a market for their

products. For all these reasons it is not surprising that at any meeting 
of Commonwealth Finance Ministers great concern should be felt 
by all present at any possibility of undermining the existing structure 
of Commonwealth trade. 

‘What was to his mind particularly encouraging at the meeting was 
the understanding of Britain’s position and of the political issues 
involved shown by all their Commonwealth colleagues. There was 
no disagreement with the proposition that the strength of the British 
economy was of intense interest to the Commonwealth and that the 
economy and political unity of Europe was also a matter of great 
Commonwealth concern. We in Britain were at the same time happy 
to feel that there was a growing realization among our European 
friends of the importance to Europe of the link between Britain and 
the Commonwealth. We had seen again in these last few days further 
examples of what the co-operation among the free nations of the 
Commonwealth could mean for the whole free world. 

‘So I believe there is now a general recognition of the desirability 
of avoiding division in Europe, and of maintaining economic 
and political cohesion of the British Commonwealth,’ Mr. Maudling 
added. ‘Surely it should be possible to find an economic system that 
will attain this objective. I have expressed on many occasions my

Using the Government’s Export Services 
— Lord Hailsham 


LORD HAILSHAM, Lord President of the Council and Minister for 
Science, spoke about the Government’s Services for Exporters 
= he addressed North West Kent industrialists at Footscray last 
w 

‘We do. not offer export subsidies. We came to the conclusion 
many years ago that they invited retaliation, only served to distort 
the pattern of trade and on balance operated to our disadvantage,’ 
Lord Hailsham said. ‘Since then we have agreed with O.E.E.C. 
countries not to give direct export subsidies, currency retention 
schemes, remission of taxes or indirect subsidies, and we are bound 
under the GATT not to increase or introduce any. This we feel sure is 
good policy and we believe that properly explained we can justify it. 

“We do give credit guarantees under the E.C.G.D. Scheme. There 
have been some complaints about the length of these, and it is certainly 
true that some of our competitors offer longer odds; we must bear in 
mind that this is in part done to assist underdeveloped countries, which 
we also do in various ways. In so far as exports are commercially 
good business we must remember that our object is to be paid as much 
as possible as soon as possible. If we did not aim at this we should be 

the p of exports. 

‘Some of our loans and services to underdeveloped countries are 
in one way or another tied to goods and services coming from us. 
We do, however, believe that we stand to gain more in terms of exports 
by working for untied loans in this field, and until we have reason to 
change our assessment on this point we shall continue to make some of 
our aid free and encourage others to do likewise. We also work 
because it is in our interest to do so both for a general reduction 
in tariffs and restrictions, and for reciprocal reduction on specific 
imports.’ 

Lord Hailsham said that the Board of Trade wanted the Export 
Services to be used. “They are your services, and it is up to you to 
make the most of them — and if you want something that they are not 
providing, tell them,’ he said. 

“The Export Services Branch of the Board can put exporters in 
touch with overseas agents, and get local information about markets, 
prospects, quotas, duties, and so forth. Our network of trade com- 
missioners and commercial attaches is there to provide just that. 
Write to them or to your local regional controller. 

“Then there is publicity. We have United Kingdom information 
officers in most foreign countries. Use them. If you have a story or a 
picture which might appeal in a country where you want to develop a 
market, send it to the C.O.I. or the Board of Trade. They can advise on 
placing it. If you want to get in on a British Week in a foreign town, 
ask the Board of Trade, again. Ask them about trade fairs, and the 
facilities for exhibiting in them — and read about them in the Board 
of Trade Fournal. Ask them about prominent foreigners whom you 
wish to invite here to attract big orders — the Board may be able to 
help with the invitation. Make use of the Board — and let them know 
if you can make more use of them.’ 


Expansion and Prosperity Depend on Exports 
—Mr. John Boyd-Carpenter 
SPEAKING TO Aberdeen Chamber of Commerce on October 7, 
Mr. John Boyd-Carpenter, Minister of Pensions and National 
Insurance, said: 

‘For a small island situated as we are expansion and prosperity 
are only possible if over the years we pay our way. An increase in 
exports is the only method of improving our balance of payments 
which is painless and even profitable. That is one reason why 
business men wisely help the country and themselves by using every 
export opportunity; it is sense, and it always has been for us.

conviction that there is no economic problem involved that is incapable 
of solution, given the political will to succeed.

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U.S. Investment in the United Kingdom 
— Mr. John Rodgers 


SPEAKING of America’s overseas investment, at the Freedoms 
Foundation, at Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, on October 4, Mr. 
John Rodgers, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, said that 
over the six years, 1953-1959, the output of manufacturing industries 
in Western Europe had been growing nearly four times as fast as in 
the United States and two-and-a-half times as fast as in Canada, 
although the growth of population in Europe had been far slower than 
in North America. This higher rate of growth in production had been 
shown in all the main industrial classes except textiles, for which the 
growth rates in Western Europe and in the United States had been 
similar. 


*The United States is investing an increasing amount in Western 
Europe and in the United Kingdom, largely in our case because 
American manufacturers, anxious to invest overseas, find in the United 
Kingdom an industrial pattern remarkably similar to their own’, Mr. 


Rodgers said. 


Up to 1958 a third of all United States overseas investments were 
in Canada, a further third in Latin America and one-sixth in Western 
Europe, of which by far the largest share was in the United Kingdom 
where $2 billion, or 8 per cent. of the total, was invested compared 
with 2 per cent., or a little over $4 billion each in France and Western 
Germany. 


The largest share of United States overseas investments amounting 
to $93 billion in 1958, was in the petroleum industry. Investments 
in manufacturing industries was nearly as large—a total of $84 
billion — of which two-fifths were in Canada, while a quarter 
were in Western Europe, over half of which was in the United King- 
dom. (Much of the capital invested in Latin America and the Middle 
East was in the petroleum and refining industries.) 


Influence of Rate of Earnings 


Obviously one of the factors that influenced such investment was 
the rate of earnings. These average 11 per cent. of the total invested 
ranging from 6 per cent. in Canada to a return of 49 per ceat. in the 
Middle East. Earnings in the United Kingdom gave an overall return 
of 15 per cent. compared with 9 per cent. for Continental Western 
Europe. 


‘But to be fair, I should also point out that an analysis of invest- 
ments in manufacturing industry by countries does show a very high 
return from Western Germany of 22 per cent. and Australia 19 per 
cent., while that of the United Kingdom, 12 per cent., is about the 
same as for the rest of Europe excluding Western Germany,’ Mr. 
Rodgers said. “The high figures for Western Germany and Australia 
are probably a reflection of the fact that a large proportion of United 
States investment there is in the car industry.’ 


Detailed figures for 1959 were not yet available. Investments in 
Continental Western Europe and in the United Kingdom were both 
estimated to have risen by about 10 per cent. compared with an increase 
in the total direct investment of somewhat under 5 per cent. 


Mr. Rodgers said that the growth of manufacturing output in the 
United Kingdom had been roughly twice as fast as in the United 
States, though less than in some continental countries. In the import- 
ant group of metal products industries, however, which accounted 
for over 40 per cent. of the United Kingdom manufacturing produc- 
tion, the growth rate in the United Kingdom had been five times as 
fast as in the United States. Over the two years, 1957-1959, United 
Kingdom production in these industries increased by about 74 per 
cent. compared with 1 per cent. for the United States. 


British investors themselves were confident that the expansion 
would continue. Forecasts by private companies indicate that expendi- 
ture in the manufacturing industries might be as much as 25 per cent. 
higher in 1960 than in 1959. Provisional forecasts for 1961 showed 
that there might be a further 20 per cent. increase in 1961 over 1960. 


The success of the firms that had already come to Britain, among 
the best known in the United States and Canada, were ample evidence 
that it paid North American industrialists to consider locating their 
plants in United Kingdom development districts or in Northern 
Ireland.

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Ministers’ Speeches (Continued) 


Using the Government’s Export Services 
— Lord Hailsham 


LORD HAILSHAM, Lord President of the Council and Minister for 
Science, spoke about the Government’s Services for Exporters 
when he addressed North West Kent industrialists at Footscray last 


week. 

“We do not offer export subsidies. We came to the conclusion 
many years ago that they invited retaliation, only served to distort 
the pattern of trade and on balance operated to our disadvantage,’ 
Lord Hailsham said. ‘Since then we have agreed with O.E.E.C. 
countries not to give direct export subsidies, currency retention 
schemes, remission of taxes or indirect subsidies, and we are bound 
under the GATT not to increase or introduce any. This we feel sure is 
good policy and we believe that properly explained we can justify it. 

“We do give credit guarantees under the E.C.G.D. Scheme. There 
have been some complaints about the length of these, and it is certainly 
true that some of our competitors offer longer odds; we must bear in 
mind that this is in part done to assist underdeveloped countries, which 
we also do in various ways. In so far as exports are commercially 
good business we must remember that our object is to be paid as much 
as possible as soon as possible. If we did not aim at this we should be 

the purpose of exports. 

‘Some of our loans and services to underdeveloped countries are 
in one way or another tied to goods and services coming from us. 
We do, however, believe that we stand to gain more in terms of exports 
by working for untied loans in this field, and until we have reason to 

our assessment on this point we shall continue to make some of 
our aid free and encourage others to do likewise. We also work 
because it is in our interest to do so both for a general reduction 
in tariffs and restrictions, and for reciprocal reduction on specific 


imports.’ 

Lord Hailsham said that the Board of Trade wanted the Export 
Services to be used. “They are your services, and it is up to you to 
make the most of them — and if you want something that they are not 
providing, tell them,’ he said. 

“The Export Services Branch of the Board can put exporters in 
touch with overseas agents, and get local information about markets, 
prospects, quotas, duties, and so forth. Our network of trade com- 
missioners and commercial attaches is there to provide just that. 
Write to them or to your local regional controller. 

“Then there is publicity. We have United Kingdom information 
officers in most foreign countries. Use them. If you have a story or a 
picture which might a lin a country where you want to develop a 
market, send it to the C.O.I. or the Board of Trade. They can advise on 
placing it. If you want ‘to get in on a British Week in a foreign town, 
ask the Board of Trade, again. Ask them about trade fairs, and the 
facilities for exhibiting in them — and read about them in the Board 
of Trade Journal. Ask them about prominent foreigners whom you 
wish to invite here to attract big orders — the Board may be able to 
help with the invitation. Make use of the Board — and let them know 
if you can make more use of them.’ 


Expansion and Prosperity Depend on Exports 
—Mr. John Boyd-Carpenter 
SPEAKING TO Aberdeen Chamber of Commerce on October 7, 
Mr. John Boyd-Carpenter, Minister of Pensions and National 
Insurance, said: 

‘For a small island situated as we are expansion and Prosperity 
are only possible if over the years we pay our way. An increase in 
exports is the only method of improving our balance of payments 
which is painless and even profitable. That is one reason why 
business men wisely help the country and themselves by using every 
export opportunity; it is sense, and it always has been for us.

conviction that there is no economic problem involved that is incapable 
of solution, given the political will to succeed. I believe that recent 
developments, including the Commonwealth Finance Ministers’

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U.S. Investment in the United Kingdom 
— Mr. John Rodgers 


SPEAKING of America’s overseas investment, at the Freedoms 
Foundation, at Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, on October 4, Mr. 
John Rodgers, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, said that 
over the six years, 1953-1959, the output of manufacturing industries 
in Western E had been growing nearly four times as fast as in 
the United States and two-and-a-half times as fast as in Canada, 
although the growth of population in Europe had been far slower than 
in North America. This higher rate of growth in production had been 
shown in all the main industrial classes except textiles, for which the 
growth rates in Western Europe and in the United States had been 


*The United States is investing an increasing amount in Western 
Europe and in the United Kingdom, largely in our case because 
American manufacturers, anxious to invest overseas, find in the United 
Kingdom an industrial pattern remarkably similar to their own’, Mr. 


Rodgers said. 


Up to 1958 a third of all United States overseas investments were 
in Canada, a further third in Latin America and one-sixth in Western 
Europe, of which by far the largest share was in the United Kingdom 
where $2 billion, or 8 per cent. of the total, was invested compared 
with 2 per cent., or a little over $4 billion each in France and Western 
Germany. 


The largest share of United States overseas investments amounting 
to $94 billion in 1958, was in the petroleum industry. Investments 
in manufacturing industries was nearly as large-a total of $84 
billion — of which two-fifths were in Canada, while a quarter 
were in Western Europe, over half of which was in the United King- 
dom. (Much of the capital invested in Latin America and the Middle 
East was in the petroleum and refining industries.) 


Influence of Rate of Earnings 


Obviously one of the factors that influenced such investment was 
the rate of earnings. These average 11 per cent. of the total! invested 
ranging from 6 per cent. in Canada to a return of 49 per cat. in the 
Middle East. Earnings in the United Kingdom gave an overall return 
of 15 per cent. compared with 9 per cent. for Continental Western 
Europe. 


‘But to be fair, I should also point out that an analysis of invest- 
ments in manufacturing industry by countries does show a very high 
return from Western Germany of 22 per cent. and Australia 19 per 
cent., while that of the United Kingdom, 12 per cent., is about the 
same as for the rest of Europe excluding Western Germany,’ Mr. 
Rodgers said. “The high figures for Western Germany and Australia 
are probably a reflection of the fact that a large proportion of United 
States investment there is in the car industry.’ 


Detailed figures for 1959 were not yet available. Investments in 
Continental Western Europe and in the United Kingdom were both 
estimated to have risen by about 10 per cent. compared with an increase 
in the total direct investment of somewhat under 5 per cent. 


Mr. Rodgers said that the growth of manufacturing output in the 
United Kingdom had been roughly twice as fast as in the United 
States, though less than in some continental countries. In the import- 
ant group of metal products industries, however, which accounted 
for over 40 per cent. of the United Kingdom manufacturing produc- 
tion, the growth rate in the United Kingdom had been five times as 
fast as in the United States. Over the two years, 1957-1959, United 
Kingdom production in these industries increased by about 74$ per 
cent. compared with 1 per cent. for the United States. 


British investors themselves were confident that the expansion 
would continue. Forecasts by private companies indicate that expendi- 
ture in the manufacturing industries might be as much as 25 per cent. 
higher in 1960 than in 1959. Provisional forecasts for 1961 showed 
that there might be a further 20 per cent. increase in 1961 over 1960. 


The success of the firms that had already come to Britain, among 
the best known in the United States and Canada, were ample evidence 
that it paid North American industrialists to consider locating their 
plants in United Kingdom development districts or in Northern 
Ireland.

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Anglo-Soviet Trade Agreement: Quotas for Consumer Goods 


IN ACCORDANCE WITH ARTICLE 4 of the Anglo-Soviet Trade 
Agreement of 1959 the Board of Trade and the Soviet Trade Delega- 
tion in London have recently conducted negotiations to settle quotas 
for trade in consumer goods for the year ending June 30, 1961. These 
quotas will be for {2°85 million (f.0.b.) worth of goods in each 
direction. (The agreed quotas for Soviet goods have been increased by 
10 per cent. to give the c.i.f. equivalents). 


Both sides have agreed that further talks shall take place during the 
year with a view to arranging additional quotas to bring the totals 
up to £4 million (f.o.b.) in each direction — the target set during the 
first Annual Review of the Anglo-Soviet Trade Agreement which took 
place in June 1960, during the visit of Mr. P. N. Kumykin, a Soviet 
Deputy Minister for Foreign Trade, for discussions with Mr. F. J. 
Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade.

The Dinner Season Begins 
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Petroleum Equipment Makers’ Record Gathering 
by our Special Correspondent 


EVERY EVENING NOw, as the faint blue autumn mist comes down 
over London, there is the sudden tremendous bustle of thousands of 
black-coated visitors descending upon the city. The starlings have 
arrived. 


Less obvious, but not less significant in the metropolitan calendar, 
is the somewhat similar nightly assembly which occurs indoors. 
From the balconies of the big West End hotels one can look down 
through a faint haze of blue smoke at other concentration of clamorous 
black-coated visitors. The annual dinner seascn has arrived. 


The occasion of which I write was the annual dinner of the Council 
of British Manufacturers of Petroleum Equipment (CBMPE), but the 
pattern will follow approximately traditional lines with other associa- 
tions in other meeting places from now until the Spring. At the top 
table there are the distinguished guests — often a Minister, a sprinkling 
of Ambassadors and other diplomats, leaders of industry, heads of 
trade and professional associations, one or two senior civil servants. 
And in the body of the dining hall are small closely-packed tables of 
members of the particular association and their guests — in effect, 
150 round-table conferences going on simultaneously. 


The curious participant may pause for a moment to wonder at the 
remarkable solidarity of these gatherings which somehow combine the 
atmosphere of old school reunion with social club festivity. What do 
members find at such occasions? Congenial company certainly. 
New orders? Possibly, since some bring a favoured customer as guest, 
A night off from exports? Scarcely that, for the speakers can be relied 
upon to rub in the economic side pretty hard. 


Or it may be that the main value lies in the opportunity to talk 
shop with others, whether friends or competitors, who sell the same 
things, who are faced with the same problems. Truth proverbially 
lives at the bottom of a well. Why not at the bottom of an oil-well? 


Whatever the reasons, the phenomenal popularity of these relaxed 
business gatherings was exemplified by this year’s C.B.M.P.E. record 
dinner, which not only crowded the great room of Grosvenor House 
with an attendance exceeding 1,500, but brought a further 200 
applications which had to be turned down. Distance, in the old phrase, 
was no object. The starlings merely fly in from the Green Belt: 
but at your business dinner, as was the case on October 5, members 
fly in from various parts of Western Europe as well as from all over 
Britain. 

The C.B.M.P.E. high table had its quota of public figures. The 
Minister was Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade. 
The diplomats, as one would expect at such a gathering, were from the 
oil-bearing countries of Latin America and the Middle East, and from 
various parts of the Commonwealth, Western Europe and the United 
States. Also among the guests were Sir Richard Powell and Sir Leslie 


Robinson, Permanent Secretary and Second Secretary, Board of 
Trade; Mr. E. Le Q. Herbert, President of the Royal Institute of 
Chemists; Mr. R. E. Huffam, President of the British Standards 
Institute; Sir Henry Jones, Chairman of the Gas Council; Mr. J. M. 
Leonard, President of the Institute of Petroleum, and many others. 

Representatives of many world famous companies figure in the 
Council’s 531 membership whose achievement in 1959 totalled 
£117 million worth of orders placed by home based oil companies, 
of which 35 per cent. were for home delivery and 65 per cent. for 
export. In addition, a further 25 per cent. of orders came to members 
from foreign-based oil companies. 

This massive performance is the more remarkable in that the associa- 
tion was only founded during the last war. Side by side with its steady 
growth of membership there has been a solid record of increasing 
activity. It has sent four missions overseas; the last, to Mexico, at the 
request of the then President of the Board of Trade. It has sponsored 
the successful Chemical and Petroleum Engineering Exhibition. 
It runs a technical news and information service, promotes standardiza- 
tion in association with B.S.1., and has created a subsidiary for financ- 
ing long-term overseas sales. 

Speeches at the dinner were deliberately limited to two so as to 
allow members time to circulate later in the evening. 

Perhaps emboldened by having Mr. Maudling as a non-speaking 
guest, Mr. J. M. Storey, the genial chairman, weighed in with a list 
of wants. He called for ‘a child’s guide to E.C.G.D.’; a brighter glossy 
multi-lingual ‘Board of Trade Export Journal’ which would give 
smaller firms a reasonably cheap shop window for advertising their 
goods overseas (‘the present Journal while very informative is very 
dull’); and the setting up of Councils similar to the successful Dollar 
Exports Council to concentrate on other specialized markets. He also 
warned that Continental competition was becoming tougher and that 
the cold war could quite easily turn into a hot trade war. 

Sir John Wrightson, chairman of Head Wrightson & Co. Ltd., 
threw out the hint that the initials of the Council were too difficult to 
memorize and ‘euphonically a disaster.’ He suggested the alternative 
title “The British Organization of Petroleum Equipment Manufac- 
turers’ which would give ‘BOPEM’ — ‘a name that would run splen- 
didly off the pen of scientific columnists and city editors.’ 


Remembering the chairman’s crack at the Board of Trade Journal, it 
occurred to me that Sir John might have had similar fun with some 


of the items in the Council’s own annual report. With this revised 
standard, for example: ‘Flanged and Butt-Welding End Steel Out- 
side-Screw-and-Yoke Wedge Gate Valves.’ 


A helpful official explained to me what it meant. “You work it out 
backwards,” he said.

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Prices Mainly Stable in September 


IN SEPTEMBER the index numbers shown in Tables 1 and 2 below 
continue to indicate general price stability for broad sectors of 
industry. Within the main pattern of stable prices, however, a 
few series show short term changes of trend and others the con- 
tinued development of more persistent though gradual price move- 
ments. 


After declining almost without pause during the first 8 months 
of 1960, the price index of basic materials and fuel used in manu- 
facturing industry showed a slight increase in September. The 
provisional index shown in Table 1 for last month was 100.9, the 
0.2 per cent increase being almost entirely an effect of the higher 
price of coal, which increased by 8 per cent. This increase is also 
reflected in the wholesale price index of fuel used in manufacturing 
industry which rose to 131.0 (1954 = 100) in the most recent period. 


1. Materials Purchased by Broad Sectors of Industry — 1954 = 100 


Basic materials used mainly for fabricating the products of manu- 
facturing industry continued to show the downward shift in prices 
which commenced early in the year. The decrease for September, 
which partly offset the increased cost of coal, was mainly due to 
lower prices of copper, hides and skins, vegetable nuts and kernels 
and their oil extracts. Slightly lower prices of raw wool, cotton 
and hemp and of imported timber, woodpulp and rubber also 
helped to reduce the price index of basic materials but imported 
bristles, jute and resin gum increased in price. 


There was little change in the price levels of materials and fuel 
used for food manufacturing or for the input of materials into 
the mechanical engineering industry. For this industry the 
increased cost of coal was more than offset by cheaper copper

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metal and alloys. The greater fall in the price index of materials 
used by the electrical machinery industry reflects the greater 
importance of copper in that sector of manufacturing. Increased 
prices of coal and raw jute were mainly responsible for the higher 
price index for purchases by textile industries and costs of materials 
used in construction and house-building continued to show a grad- 
ual upward movement—mainly due to higher prices of joinery 
products in the most recent period. 


The September provisional price index of all manufactured pro- 
ducts sold in the home market in Table 2 shows a marginal fall 
as Compared with the previous month. This fall might only be 
apparent in the provisional estimate, which is subject to revision 
when later information—especially that for products of the engin- 
eering industry—becomes available next month. The change in

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the price index as recorded was principally due to slightly lower 
prices of petroleum products and manufactured foodstuffs; some 
chemical products and metals were also cheaper. 

Of the food manufactures, meat and fish products, bacon, sugar 
and animal feeding stuffs were mainly influential in reducing the 
output price index of this industry. Home market sales of clothing 
and footwear showed a slightly higher price level in September, 
due mainly to increased prices of made-up clothing. Lower prices of 
vegetable oils and fats, pharmaceutical preparations and synthetic 
resins contributed to the lower price index for chemical products. 

As the September estimates in Table 3 show, the great majority 
of individual prices of goods produced in the United Kingdom 
were practically unchanged from the revised figures of the previous 
month.

Notes on Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices — 1954 = 100 


(1) The index numbers are calculated from the price movements of 
some 7,000 closely defined materials and products representative of 
goods purchased and manufactured by United Kingdom industry. 
The index for an individual commodity is its current home market 
price expressed as a percentage of its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling indices for groups of commodities these 
percentages are combined in proportion to the value of purchases or 
sales of the individual commodities in 1954. The proportions have been 
derived from the Census of Production, short-term statistics of 
production, the Trade and Navigation Accounts, information supplied 
by trade associations and from various other sources. 

(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 
commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. The indices of materials purchased by industry include 


imported materials, and where it is possible to do so the indices of 
output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement in 
export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices, and hence the sector indices 
of total sales including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 

(3) Commodity indices covering United Kingdcm manufactures 
in general relate to a ‘principal product’ (or a group of principal 
products) of an industry as defined in the Census of Production; the 
weights used in ccmpiling the indices include the value of sales of 
the principal products of an industry by undertakings classified to 
other Census industries. For each of the sectors of industry for which 
indices are published in Table 2, sales of principal products correspond 
very closely to total sales of the sector. 

(4) In determining the weights used in calculating indices which

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combine the price movements of several materials or products, the 
value of goods for which no price reries are available is imputed to 
price series which may be expected to move similarly. 

(5) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are 
used in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 
which case ‘delivered prices are used. The prices are exclusive of 
purchase tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 

(6) Where the price for an item ceases to be available and the item 
is replaced by a substitute, an adjustment is made to maintain 
comparability. 

(7) To facilitate further calculation the indices are given to one 
decimal place in most cases, but small month to month movements 
have little significance. Indices for which full information has not 
been received are shown with an asterisk to indicate that they are 
provisional. Commodity index numbers are revised to take account 


Index Numbers of Wholesale 


The index numbers of wholesale prices related to 1954 = 100 
superseded those previously published on the base June 30, 1949 = 100. 
For the convenience of those who use the index numbers in long-term 
contracts to take account of changes in costs of materials, the Board 
of Trade will continue to publish certain indices on the base June 30, 
1949 = 100 until December 1961. These indices are the ones relating 
to materials used in broad sectors of industry and to output of broad

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of errors or very late notification of price changes, but uniess these 
revisions are exceptionally important they are not carried through to 
the indices of purchases and output of sectors of industries in Tables

(8) The series of wholesale price index numbers based on 1954 = 
100 was introduced in the Board of Trade Journal on March 21, 1958; 
previously the index numbers were based on June 30, 1949 = 100. 
In February 1959, the index numbers were revised in accordance with 
the Standard Industrial Classification 1958 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, February 13, 1959). In particular, the index numbers relating 
to materials used in and output of manufacturing industry were 
extended to include industries making fuel, food and tobacco products, 
and the index numbers relating to materials used in broad sectors of 
industry were extended to include fuels used. 

(9) Details of the constituent items and weights used in the con- 
struction of the index numbers in Tables 1 and 2 may be obtained on 
application.

Ir IS NOW eight months since the President of Peru visited a number 
of European countries, including the United Kingdom. In the 
meantime there have been numerous other individual visitors in 
both directions as well as trade, financial and technical missions 
which have visited Peru from the United States, France, Germany, 
elgium, Holland, Italy, Japan and, more recently, Australia. 


At the beginning of last week a mission from Peru arrived in 
London as guests of the Board of Trade to see and hear how the 
products of United Kingdom industry can contribute to the 
economic development of Peru, and Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of 
State, Board of Trade, will visit Peru later in the month as part 
of his tour of a number of South American countries. The Peruvian 
Mission is headed by Ing. Alfonso Rizo Patron, a mining engineer, 
ex-Minister of Public Works and Development, and now the repre- 
sentative of the President of Peru on the Inter-Ministerial Com- 
mission for Economic Development. The other members of the 
Mission are Dr. Emilio Foley, a former Minister of Agriculture and 
now head of the Agricultural Development Bank; Ing. Ramon Ponce 
de Leon, who is in charge of the Peruvian Economic Development 
Fund and of applying the Industrial Promotion Law; and Sr. Don 
Jorge Succor, Dean of the Faculty of Industrial Engineering of the 
Engineering University and President of the Natural Productivity 
Centre.

Renewed interest in South America 


It may well be asked what has provoked these exchanges. The 
answer lies in the renewed interest in South America which has 
been taken by most of the industrial countries because of the grow- 
ing actual and potential market for their products. Industrialization 
is proceeding apace; this invariably calls for heavy imports of 
capital goods. With it, great strides are being made in economic 
and social development. 


In the particular case of Peru it may be said that special interest 
has more recently been aroused by the rapid improvement in the 
domestic economy and the country’s foreign trade and exchange 
position since Sr. Pedro Beltran became Prime Minister and Minister 
of Finance in July 1959. One aspect of the policy he has assiduously 
maintained is freedom from import and exchange controls which 
makes Peru a particularly attractive market; another is the healthy 
climate created for the foreign investment the country needs and 
desires to attract.

The most outstanding of Peru’s economic development plans con- 
cerns the area known as Peru-Via. This is a tract of land about 
31,000 square miles in area in Central Peru, hitherto undeveloped 
and virtually unpopulated, which is known to be rich in resources 
for hydro-electric power, irrigation, lumber, minerals and cultivable 
land and other possibilities which are now being established by 
means of aerial and field surveys. The corner-stone of the scheme 
on which preliminary studies have already been undertaken by 
German and Japanese technical missions is a hydro-electric power 
plant with a capacity of up to 1,000,000 kW. which could be pro- 
duced cheaply and used for industries in the area, for mineral 
smelters and for increasing the power supply of Lima and other 
towns in the vicinity and on the coast. 


As this is an enormous scheme, its execution is long term; in the 
short term, industrialization in Peru has already made much head- 
way, but progress will be accelerated by the new Industrial Promo- 
tion Law which was promulgated on November 30, 1959, full details 
of which are available in the Board of Trade. 


It affords particularly attractive opportunities to foreign manufac- 
turers for the establishment of joint ventures and licencing arrange- 
ments which, in the face of local manufacture, are often the only 
means of keeping goods and brands on the Peruvian market. 


It also affords openings for the supply of plant and equipment 
for the new industries. British manufacturers of industrial plant 
will, it is hoped, play their full part in this new situation. Their 
colleagues now supplying the goods (largely but by no means only 
consumer goods) which industry will be producing locally to an 
increasing degree must bear in mind that the existing industries, as 
well as the new depend on some degree to tariff protection, at least 
in the early stages of their development. They may find it necessary 
to make licensing arrangements or themselves go into local manu- 
facture as some have done already, or lose the market. This feature 
of the industrial development of Peru has rapidly made itself 
apparent in the appreciable drop in British exports to Peru which, 
as the table below indicates, are only now beginning to rally.

demand for traditional imports from traditional sources of goods 
now being made in the country to drop off, the country’s total 
imports need not necessarily fall proportionately. It is the pattern 
which changes and, without doubt, the failure of British exporters 
to adjust themselves sooner to this change caused the total figure 
of United Kingdom exports to Peru to drop while, concurrently, 
other countries managed to maintain or even to increase 
share of the market by supplying the new needs of importers and 
of industry. 

Among the products supplied traditionally by Britain which have 
been affected in this way are woollen, cotton and linen textiles, 
cotton yarns, and thread, biscuits, jams, chocolate and crockery 
articles. Similarly, because of heavy increases in the Peruvian 
tariff imposed in 1958 and 1959, not all for protective reasons but 
on balance of payments considerations, supplies from Britain of 
such items as whisky, cutlery and flatware, tiles and telecommunica- 
tions equipment also fell off. Yet Peru’s total imports only fell 
164 per cent. in 1958 and 12} per cent. in 1959, while the corres- 
ponding reductions in Britain’s exports to Peru were 26 per cent. 
and 204 per cent. (These percentages are based on the real values of 
imports, i.e. allowing for fluctuations in the rate of exchange: total 
imports in local currency actually rose.) 

Lessons may be drawn from the past in three particular instances: 
the emergence of Peru as the largest producer of fish meal in 
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the world during the last two years seems to ‘have bees 
looked by suppliers of plant and equipment for the mills and 
marine engines, nets and other gear for the fishing vessels; the 
television has grown in popularity to the extent that there 
local assembly plant of receivers, seems to have un 
estimated a number of contracts for hydro-electric ts, 
tion schemes, etc., have either been lost or not bid for by i 
Kingdom manufacturers. Meanwhile, competition from 
supplying countries has become keener. 

But it is no use crying over spilt milk, and instead the necessary 
steps should be taken to remedy the situation. How should this be 
done? The Mission will, it is hoped, help to arouse in the United 
Kingdom more interest in the Peruvian market and to create a 
greater awareness of the ways in which United Kingdom suppliers 
can play their in the economic development of Peru gener- 
ally and, in particular, in its industrial development. 

Three specific angles of attack on this problem immedi 
suggest themselves: (1) firms selling machinery should support 
agents with technical or factory representatives if only on a regional) 
basis; (2) manufacturers should examine the possibility of entering 
into licensing arrangements or joint ventures for the local manufac- 
ture of their products under their own brand names; (3) firms which 
are not already trading with Peru should bestir themselves to 
explore the market, appoint agents and send samples, price lists and

Greek 


EARLIER THIS year the Greek Government published a Revised Five 
Year Programme of Economic Development covering the period 
1960-64 with forecasts for the period up to 1969. An English trans- 
lation of the full 133 page programme may be borrowed from 
Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade, but as the number 
of copies available is limited readers may like to have the following 
summary. This is intended not so much to deal with the general 
economic aspects of the programme as to indicate the opportunities 
which may be open to British exporters. 


Agriculture 


Except for wheat, the plan envisages increased production in all 
the main crops, and especially in cotton, maize, pulses, vegetables 
and fruit. Livestock breeding will also receive special attention, to 
produce more meat, milk and cheese, and an increase of 250,000 
head of cattle is planned. 

By 1969 it is hoped to have a further 14 million acres irrigated; 
14 million acres of pasture land improved and an area of 300,000 
acres planted with trees. In order to achieve these aims the 
Government are planning to spend some £95 million by 1964, of 
which £54 million will go on land reclamation projects. In addition 
a similar sum is expected to come from private investment and in 
order to encourage this the Government have asked the Agricultural 
Bank to make available £72 million for medium and long term 
loans to farmers at very favourable rates of interest. Subsidies will 
also be paid to producers of certain crops such as cotton and 
winter pulses, for which a particularly large increase in production 
is required. 

The Government realize that in order to benefit from the planned 
increase in agricultural production improved marketing arrange- 
ments are needed, especially for the export trade. A new organiza- 
tion, the NEW AGREX, has been formed, in which representatives 
of the Agricultural Bank and of the producers’ co-operatives are to 
combine to improve standards of sorting, grading, packing and 
storing of fresh fruit and vegetables to meet international com- 
petition. In this connection there will be opportunities for the supply 
of equipment for cold stores, pre-freezing stations, refrigerated 
lorries, etc., as well as machinery for the canning industry. 


Industry 


The industrial labour force is about 700,000 and by 1964 it is 
expected to be 820,000. New basic industries are planned—iron and 
steel, aluminium, fertilizers, sugar refineries, soda, cellulose, indus- 
tries for the processing of wood, e.g. match factories, ply-wood, 
etc., ferro-alloys, zinc, basic refractories, and industries for the pro- 
cessing of agricultural and animal products. Other additional pro- 
jects under consideration are: factory for the production of 
furfurol from olive kernels; plant for the manufacture of essential 
oils from citrus fruits; copper industry to develop and use the 
country’s copper deposits; two more cement plants; motor vehicle 
factory; bicycle factory; textile mills consisting of 130,000 spindles 
and 2,500 looms. 

Contracts and agreements have already been drawn up for the 
establishment of the aluminium factory, certain fertilizer plants, two 
of the three sugar refineries which are planned, factories for the 
manufacture of hardboard, etc., and matches, and a plant for pro- 
ducing bleached pulp and paper, but there is plenty of scope still 
left for British firms who wish to trade with Greece. There is one 
important point which must be made clear, however. Only in 
relatively few cases have funds for new industrial projects yet been 
secured and allocated. The authors of the plan worked on the 
assumption that finance would be forthcoming from foreign loans, 
from Greek sources, both oficial and private, and from foreign private 
investment. In the first place it is hoped that Greek private enter- 
prises will build and operate some of the new factories, but in some 
of the larger industries, e.g. iron and steel, and aluminium, it is

recognized that State help will be required. For this purpose, and 
to promote the industrial development programme generally, en 
autonomous Industrial Development Corporation (1.D.C.) was. 
established earlier this year with a statutory capital of Drs.1,200, 
million (about US $40 million). . 

Furthermore for the larger plants, and also in other cases. 
where Greek technicians are unfamiliar with the processes involved,. 
co-operation will be sought with foreign firms. It is hoped that they. 
will not only provide managerial, technical and marketing assistance. 
but will be willing to take shares in the new industry. For example, 
half the statutory capital in the aluminium company will be held. 
by the French firms Péchiney and Compadec, the remainder being 
shared between S. Niarchos, the Greek shipowner, the Industrial 
Development Corporation and the United States firm Reynolds* 
Metals. It is understood that Péchiney have a management contract 
and that they will assist over marketing of the product as well as 
facilitating the supply of equipment. Reference has also been made 
in the Press to a project for a cigarette paper plant at Corinth’ 
with the help of German financial backing. ieee 

Similarly the I.D.C. has recently announced that a limited liabil-’ 
ity company will be formed to undertake the manufacture of iron’ 
and steel in Greece. Provision is to be made for the participation’ 
of local producers, as well as of foreign companies who would 
be willing to invest in the enterprise and supply plant and equip- 
ment and who also have the necessary technique for the expansion 
that is envisaged for this industry. shade 

Where foreign firms invest capital in Greece in projects similar” 
to the two examples quoted above, their investments are normally’ 
protected under the Investments and Protection of Foreign Capital’ 
Law of 1953. This law provides for the repatriation of dividends* 
and capital. In this context it should be mentioned that Greece’ 
has applied for associate membership of the Common Market, and* 
negotiations with the Council of the European Economic Com- 
munity are continuing. ; 

In addition to the industrial projects mentioned above, the extrar- 
tion of Greece’s deposits of minerals will be stepped up; these; 
include asbestos, barite, bauxite, chromite, copper, emery, iron. oress 
and iron pyrites, manganese, magnesite, nickel ores and sulphides 
ores. No oil has yet been discovered in Greece, but concessions for 
prospecting have recently been granted to several foreign companies;

These measures include the improvement 
of telecommunications to all the main international shipping 
centres, Government support for a shipowners’ mutual insurance 
club as a first step towards marine insurance, and facilitating the 
smooth operation of foreign exchange accounts of shipowners. Tax 
concessions will also be granted to shipowners whose vessels are 
iow registered in foreign countries if they transfer their ships to 
the Greek flag. 


Energy 
(a) Lignite 


Greece’s consumption of lignite is expected to rise from 1,400,000 
tens in 1959 to 6,600,000 tons by 1964, of which nearly 5 million 
tons will be used to generate electricity and nearly 2 million tons 
used for industrial purposes. Home production will be increased 
to meet this demand, and nearly £6 million will be invested in 
the lignite mines at Ptolemais and Megalopolis by 1964. 


(b) Petroleum Products 


if no local deposits of oil are found, imports of crude are expected 
to reach 1,700,000 tons a year by 1964. This will be processed by 
the State oil refinery which started operations nearly two years 
ago. The refinery will be capable of refining most of Greece’s 
tequirements of petrol, kerosene and fuel oil, but substantial 
quantities of aviation spirit and diesel oil will still have to be 
imported. 


(c) Liguid Gas and Manufactured Gas 


Consumption of butane gas is expected to rise from 11,000 tons 
tin 1959 to 25,000 tons in 1964, and the equipment to meet this 
pe ee demand is expected to be in operation before the end of 

year. 

‘Consumption of manufactured gas, on the other hand, is expected 
to fall from 12.5 million cubic metres in 1959 to 11.6 million cubic 
metres in 1964. 


(d) Electricity 


The Plan envisages investments totalling £60 million to increase 
installed generating capacity from 425 mW in 1959 to 1,031 mW by 
(965, by the construction of five hydro-electric stations and two 
thermal plants burning lignite. Already, however, the decision has 
Geen taken to build two more hydro-electric stations at a cost of 
©.S.$18 million and U.S. $25 million, respectively, but the con- 
struction dates and methods of financing have not yet been settled. 
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Transport and Communications 


Roads 


Greece has nearly 8,000 kilometres of national highways of which 
nearly 5,000 kilometres are asphalted. During the next five years 
it is planned to spend nearly £48 million in the improvement of 
the remaining 3,000 kilometres. In addition, more than 9,000 kilo- 
metres of secondary, provincial and forest roads are to be con- 
structed, improved or repaired. The whole programme calls for the 
construction of bridges totalling 4,726 metres in length at a cost 
of nearly £24 million. 


Railways 


Investment in the railway modernization programme during the 
next five years is estimated at nearly £12 million. Of this sum more 
_ “4 million will be spent on rolling stock and machinery from 
abroad. 


Seaports 


More than £104 million will be spent on the country’s main ports 
during the next five years, nearly £4 million being intended for the 
port of Piraeus. 


Airports 


Greece has 15 airports, of which 8 serve only internal routes, but 
Athens airport handles most of the international traffic, and by 1964 
arrivals and departures of aircraft at Athens are expected to reach 
83,000 a year. The airport is already being reconstructed, with the 
help of American loans, and during the next five years expenditure 
on lengthening and strengthening the runways, installing naviga- 
tional aids, etc., is expected to reach the equivalent of £54 million. 
The airports of Salonika and Rhodes are also to be modernized. 


Telecommunications 


During the five year period 1960-64 the Hellenic Telecommunica- 
tions Organization (OTE) plans to spend more than £12 million on 
buying equipment from abroad for modernizing and extending its 
urban and inter-city networks. Facilities for international and ship 
to shore telecommunications will also be improved. 

Contracts have already been awarded to Federal German and 
Czech firms for the supply of a substantial quantity of equipment 
as a result of a far-reaching private call for tenders issued by the 
OTE in the autumn of 1959. Various bids for other major items 
made in response to the 1959 call for tenders are under considera- 
tion and orders are expected to be placed shortly. 


Radio and Television 


At present the National Broadcasting Corporation has six trans- 
mitters; one of 150 kW. at Athens, one of 50 kW. at Corfu and four of 
5 kW. each at Salonika, Komotini, Rhodes and Chanea. There are 
two additional transmitters in Athens of 50 kW. and 15 kW. for the 
transmission of the ‘Second’ and ‘Third’ programmes, respectively. 
The number of licence holders is about 700,000, but it is hoped to 
raise this figure to two million by 1964 by improving reception 
in the country districts and by taking steps to reduce evasion of 
licence fees. Improved reception is to be achieved by the introduc- 
tion of a frequency modulation (FM) network, and the Govern- 
ment have already asked Italian firms to put in bids, payment to 
be made out of the balance of Italian war reparations. The Govern- 
ment are also considering the use of Italian war reparations to 
pay for:—{a) the establishment of a television network to cover 
about 85 per cent. of the population; (b) the construction of two 
short-wave transmitters each of 100 kW.; (c) the establishment of a 
factory for the manufacture of cheap wireless and television sets, 
and also of telephone hand sets. 


Other Sectors 


Health and Social Welfare 


Medical and surgical facilities throughout the country are to be 
improved, and some £44 million will be spent on building new

hospitals, extending existing ones, and on the construction of health 
centres and surgeries in the country districts. 


A further £5.4 million will be spent on extending existing, or 


constructing new, orphanages, day nurseries, institutions for the 
protection and rehabilitation of far mo and for the aged, etc. 


Housing 


It is estimated that Greece needs about 70,000 houses a year, and 
to encourage this building programme the Government will allocate 
£9.6 million for long term loans at favourable rates of interest. 


Public Buildings 


During the next five years £6 million will be spent on renovation 
and construction of public buildings, most of which will go on office 
accommodation. 


Water Supply—Sewerage 


Total expenditure on these projects during the next five years 
is estimated at £10.8 million. 


From this summary it will be seen that the Greek authorities 
hope to achieve an expanded and more balanced economy by the 
end of the five year programme, by introducing new industries and 
by processing the output of the mines instead of exporting the 
minerals, etc., in the raw state. This industrialization will lessen the 
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country’s dependence on agricultural products, and indeed it is 
estimated that by 1969 the percentage shares of agriculture and 
industry in the national product will have been reversed. 


Much of the eg ew work under the programme, and 
notably road buildi eB undertaken by Greek contractors, 
and Greek firms will their part in the develo t of industry. 
There will, however, be meas opportunities for foreign contractors 
and manufacturers. For a number of projects international calls 
for tenders are to be expected, once financing has been arranged. 
Details of public calls for tenders will be reported by the Commer- 
cial Department of the British Embassy in Athens to Export 
Services Branch and the information passed to industry in the 
normal way. In some cases there may be limitations on sources of 
supply depending on the extent to which financial assistance from 
abroad is tied. Where, as in the case of the aluminium industry, 
there is participation by a — industrialist, there may be no 
international tenders for the bulk of the equipment. United 
Kingdom firms will thus stand a better chance of obtaining certain 
of the contracts and orders if they are willing to invest some capital 
and provide technical and marketing assistance. 


In general it is to be emphasized that, in order to take full 
advantage of the opportunities presented by the programme, inter- 


ested United Kingdom firms should be represented by agents in 
Athens who can keep in close touch with the various authorities, 
give early information to their principals and follow open- 


ings as necessary. The Commercial Counsellor of H.M. Em in 
Athens is always prepared to assist firms not already represented 
in Greece to obtain suitable agents. But in addition to this a personal 
reconnaissance by a senior member of the United Kingdom firm is 
most desirable. 





Third Canadian National Material Handling Show 


THE THIRD EXHIBITION in Canada devoted entirely to Material 
Handling equipment was held in Montreal from September 26 to 30. 
The Hon. Senator Sarto Fournier, Mayor of Montreal, officiated at 
the opening ceremony. The Show was sponsored by the Montreal 
Chapter of the American Material Handling Society in collabora- 
tion, for the first time, with all the other Canadian Chapters. It 
took place in down-town Montreal in Berri Street. The Show Mart, 
specially designed for industrial shows and with spacious grounds 
adjacent to the building, was ideally suited to the demonstration of 
all types of material handling equipment in actual operation. 


A Conference ran concurrently with the Show, at which fourteen 
top-flight speakers from the United States and Canada spoke on 
developments in materials handling techniques and the most modern 
methods of evaluating equipment. 


There were eighty-six exhibitors at the Show, many of them 
displaying a wide range of equipment, compared with fifty-six 
at the first in this series which took place in 1954. As in the two 
previous shows, fork-lift trucks were prominent with a number of 
British models on display. Of the equipment, which ranged over 
the whole field of material handling and included some industrial 
packaging, much was American, as was to be expected; but there 
was an encouraging display of British products, together with ex- 
hibits from Canada, France and Germany. The widening inter- 
national interest in the Exhibition must have brought satisfaction to 
its enterprising organizer, Mr. E. Dupre. Space precludes us from 
mentioning more than a few of the exhibits and their manufac- 
turers. 

Electric fork-lift trucks manufactured by Montgomerie-Reid of 
London were on display with demonstrations in the capable hands of 
the firm’s Managing Director, Mr. V. H. Adamson. By mid-after- 
noon on the last day of the Show, three trucks had been sold 
and a number of promising enquiries received. Here, perhaps, lies 
the success story of the Show and demonstrates also the value of 
the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade and the United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner Services Overseas to the would-be 
exporter. Following a not too promising approach to the Canadian 
Market, Mr. Adamson last year consulted the Export Services 
Branch in London for assistance regarding representation in Canada 
and in due course, having considered reports from the various 
Trade Commissioners, appointed as agents, the Montreal firm of 
Griswold Engineering Limited. He now looks forward to a most 


successful assocation with this firm and his success at this exhibition 
certainly lends force to his optimism. 

On view for the first time at this Show were dial and beam scales, 
automatic weighers and special purpose counting and weighing 
scales, manufactured by W. & T. Avery Ltd., of Bi 
The brilliant reds of the exhibits made for an attractive display and 
their representatives appeared well satisfied with the numerous 
enquiries they had received. 

In the outside exhibition a Coles crane was prominent on Inter- 
national Equipment Company’s stand. 

The Rudel Machinery Co. Limited’s display included an electric 
fork-lift truck weighing 7,910 lbs. with a capacity of 3.500 Ibs. at 
18” Load Centre and a telescopic tilting electric fork truck, both 
manufactured by the Yale and Towne Manufacturing Co. of 
Wolverhampton. 


Chain Blocks and Slings manufactured by Felco Hoists Ltd., 
of South Kensington were on display and also Kathanode 
Batteries, Chloride Tubular Batteries and Powertronic Charging 
Rectifiers, exhibited by the Hart Battery Co. Ltd., an operating com- 
pany of the Chloride Electrical Storage Co. Ltd., of London. 


Lansing Bagnall’s Fork Lift Trucks were prominent as were a 
number a Massey Ferguson products, incl Tractor Loaders, 
Tractor Mounted Snow want sg Fork Lift Trucks etc. At least one 
of the tractors on display incorporated the Perkins diesel engine. 

The Canadian subsidiary of Slough Estates of London occupied 
two attractive booths, displaying casters, hoists and wheels, and 
Coventry Climax Fork-lift trucks featured on the stand of the 
Nepanee Iron Works. 

Among Continental visitors was the President of Societe M.LC, 
Paris, who was present at the M.LC. (Canada) booth with the 
Managing Director of the Canadian company. Seen for the first 
time in Canada was the “Slalom” industrial trailer-truck. Also new 
in Canada was the American Austin-Western Model 110 Tricycle 
5 ton crane, featuring the self-propelled hydraulic frame, 360 degree 
rotation of telescopic boom, 4 wheel drive, hydraulic outri 
individually controlled and unobstructed vision.

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United Kingdom Participation at Plovdiv Fair Greater Than Ever Before 
By D. W. Partridge of the British Legation, Sofia. 


ON SEPTEMBER 18 the Bulgarian Minister of Foreign Trade, Lt. Gen. 
Georgi Kumbiliev, inaugurated the 19th International Plovdiv Fair 
in the presence of the President of the Praesidium of the National 
Assembly of the Bulgarian People’s Republic, Mr. Dimiter Ganev, 
and the Prime Minister of Bulgaria, Mr. Anton Yugov. 


Although the town of Plovdiv itself, situated on the River Maritsa 
in the fertile plain of central Bulgaria, has history stretching back 
to Greek and Roman times the Plovdiv Fair, held every two years, 
does not have the long-established traditions of the principal trade 
fairs of some other countries. Nevertheless it is now firmly estab- 
lished as an event of great national pride to the Bulgarians at which 
the achievements of their own agriculture and industry are displayed 
alongside commodities of other countries with which she has trading 
relations. The Soviet Union have a massive pavilion, and other 
countries of the Communist ‘bloc’ also have considerable displays. 
This is only to be expected considering that over 80 per cent. of 
Bulgarian foreign trade is with these countries. However a number 
of Western exhibitors have regularly arranged displays at Plovdiv, 
and a marked feature of the Fair this year is the increased number 
of exhibitors from the non-Communist world. Of the twenty-four 
countries represented (in addition to Bulgaria) fifteen are of the 
non-Communist world and include the United Kingdom and other 
West European nations such as France, the Federal German 
Republic, the Netherlands, Belgium, Italy and Austria. The United 
States of America, too, have an impressive pavilion devoted to the 
achievements of American medicine. 


British participation is this time on a greater scale than ever 
before, a total of 56 United Kingdom firms being represented in 
large or small degree. The Hawker Siddeley Group, Standard- 
Triumph International Ltd. and Massey-Ferguson Ltd. have exhib- 
ited previously and have returned again this year. Their representa- 
tion of Great Britain is reinforced on this occasion by the participa- 
tion of Lamet Trading Ltd., who are organizing exhibits on behalf 
of another forty-one British firms covering a wide range of British 
industry. Other British exhibitors are E.M.1. Ltd. and (in the Inter- 
national Book Pavilion) Linguaphone and Collet’s Holdings Ltd. 
The Central Office of Information have taken space for the first 
time for a small information lounge where visitors may see panels 
showing British housing and sea and road transport, and seek 
advice on trade with Britain generally. 

The United Kingdom’s trade ties with Bulgaria are not tradition- 
ally strong and commerce between the two countries has been on 
a limited scale. Currently, however, British trade with Bulgaria is 
showing a striking orgy a increase which is illustrated by the 
following Board of Trade figures for United Kingdom exports to 
and imports from Bulgaria for the period 1957-1960.

mitter for Sofia, equipment for a tyre making factory and textile 
machinery. 

The technique of doing business with Bulgaria, as with other 
eastern “bloc” countries, is quite different from that employed in 
dealing with non-communist countries. All import and export trade 
in Bulgaria is in the hands of certain State Economic Enterprises, 
each of which has a monopoly in its own field, and it is with the 
appropriate trading organization that the British exporter carries 
on virtually all his negotiations. It is not always easy for the British 
salesman, even when visiting Bulgaria, to make close contact with 
the actual users of his product—although there has been recently a 
certain improvement in this connection. The Plovdiv Fair thus 
presents an outstanding opportunity for British manufacturers to 
show their products to officials, technicians and consumers who 
could not otherwise be made aware of the achievements of British 
industry: and the interest shown in our products has been a source 
of encouragement to the exhibitors. In a tour of the British stands 
one may find for example a Bulgarian doctor examining an 
ambulance, musicians admiring a display of musical instruments, 
workers from collective farms looking over the agricultural equip- 
ment, or an architect studying the information on New Town 
Development in Britain available in the Central Office of Informa- 
tion lounge. 


Conditions of trading with Bulgaria are not easy so far as British 
exporters are concerned. The initiative of those manufacturers who 
are exhibiting at Plovdiv this year is therefore all the more to be 
welcomed. The Plovdiv Fair is held every two years. It is not too 
early for other manufacturers to start considering whether they 
should exhibit at the next Fair in 1962. 





British Exhibitors at Cologne Photo and Cine 
Exhibition 

SoME 550 firms from 17 countries exhibited at the International 
Photo and Cine Exhibition—‘Photokina’—held in Cologne, from 
September 24 to October 2. Among the 220,000 visitors there were 
buyers from more than one-hundred countries. In comparison the 
total number of visitors of the ‘photokina’ in 1958 was exceeded 
by 10 per cent. The number of foreign buyers increased by 37 per 
cent up to about 15,000. 

Great Britain was represented at the fair by 18 firms who showed 
professional cameras, projectors, enlargers, projection screens, opti- 
cal glass, photochemical products, and photographic equipment. 
Altogether the British exhibitors appeared to be extremely satisfied 
with the results of their business transactions at ‘photokina’ and 


with the new contacts they were able to establish there on an 
international basis.

Italy and Czechoslovakia 


A PROTOCOL to the Italo-Czechoslovakian Trade Agreement of 
September 29, 1956, was signed in Rome on May 18, 1960. 

Under the terms of the Protocol which is valid from July 1, 1960, 
to June 30, 1961, new lists of goods to be exchanged between the 
two countries have been established. 

Italian exports to Czechoslovakia will include fruit and vege- 
tables, wines and spirits, chemicals and chemical products, hemp, 
hides, artificial textile fibres, mercury, aluminium, plastic materials, 
machine tools, machinery, motor vehicles, iron and steel products. 
Czechosloyv akian exports to Italy will include horses, cereals, ethyl 
alcohol, chemicals and chemical products, coal, timber, raw materials 
for the ceramics industry, refractory material, porcelain, glass and 
crystal ware, iron and steel products, tractors, machinery, and 
apparatus.

France and Bulgaria 


UNDER A Protocol to the Trade Agreement of July 28, 1955, 
between France and Bulgaria, and as provided for in the Agreement 
dated March 10, 1960, lists of goods have been established for 
exchange in the twelve months ending July 31, 1961. The Protocol, 
which was signed in Sofia, is dated July 16, 1960. 


Provision is made for Bulgarian imports of, amongst other goods,

THE COMMERCIAL Agreement between Portugal and _ Israel, 
signed in Lisbon on July 1, 1959, and valid for one year from that 
date, has been renewed for a further period of one year.

NICARAGUA 
Fiscal Legislation 


A DECREE No. 494 of March 31, 1960 published in the 
Nicaraguan “La Gaceta” of April 7, 1960, as amended by Decree 
No. 3-L of April 8, 1960 published in the Nicaraguan “La Gaceta” 
on, and effective from, May 14, 1960 provides for the following 
measures : 


1, The Special Law on Petroleum Exploration and Exploitation will 
not apply to refineries which process or intend to process solely 
foreign material. In order to benefit from this Law, refineries must 
be incorporated under the regime laid down in the Law of Pro- 
tection and Promotion of Industrial Development. In the case of 
refineries processing both foreign and local raw material the 
Ministry of Economy will ordain by further Decree whether such 
refineries are subject to the Law of Protection and Promotion of 
Industrial Development or to the Special Law on Petroleum 
Exploration and Exploitation. 


2. The Government is empowered to impose a special consumer tax 
on products manufactured in Nicaragua and, when necessary, on 
those imported duty-free from other Central American Republics 
of the Isthmus when such imported goods substantially replace 
identical articles imported from other countries. The amount of 
the tax would be equivalent to the Customs duty plus the Consular 
fees normally applicable to imports of the aforementioned products 
manufactured abroad, This tax will be imposed by Decree when 
the Government so determines, and the Government is authorised 
to reduce it or to put it into force at once or at any given time. 


3. The Government is similarly empowered to impose a tax equal to 
that referred to in paragraph 2 on like products manufactured in 
Nicaragua or imported duty-free from any other country of the 
Central American Isthmus, when the importation of a product of 
the same class from other foreign countries has been prohibited or 
restricted and a serious loss is caused thereby in the relative fiscal 
revenue. The Government is empowered to impose this tax by 
Decree when it is deemed necessary, and, if necessary to lower the 
amount thereof. 


4. The tax referred to in paragraphs 2 and 3 will be paid by persons 
or corporate bodies producing the locally-manufactured article 
which replaces the imported one, and will have to be paid through 
the Exchequer in the form and manner laid down when the Con- 
sumer Tax is enforced. In the case of products which are imported 
duty-free by virtue of agreements which Nicaragua may have with 
countries of the Central American Isthmus, the Government will 
determine the time, form and manner of collection of the tax from 
persons or corporate bodies holding or purchasing the said products 
for marketing. 


5. The present Customs duties on imports from foreign sources will 
be doubled when the Consumer Tax referred to in paragraphs 2 
and 3 has been applied to products originating in Nicaragua and 
other countries of the Central American Isthmus. This measure 
will not be enforced until the Department of Economy approve the 
selling price of the products subject to the Consumer Tax, and this 
Department will be authorised to (a) assign at any time a lower 
figure to the increase in import duty and (b) make periodic 
rectification to the accepted selling prices. 


6. Consular fees will not be paid on imports of products falling within 
the ambit of sub-sections (a) and (b) of Article 10 of the Law for 
the Protection and Promotion of Industrial Development which 
are intended for use in the extension of industrial plants, provided 
that such extensions are carried out within the period in which such 
plants benefit from the provisions of the aforementioned sub- 
sections, and that proof is given “with the opinion of experts” that 
such extensions will increase the output of the plants. 


7. When the Consumer Tax referred to in paragraph 2 is imposed the 
imported raw materials for the industries concerned will not be 
subject to import duties or consular fees, 


8. A tax is established, equal to twice the amount of Customs duties 
on imports of foreign products similar to those of local manu- 
facture or to those which are going to be produced in Nicaragua 
within a reasonable period under the provisions of the Law of 
Protection and Promotion of Industrial Development. This measure 
will be enforced by Decree when the Department of Economy so 
determines. When in the Nicaraguan Customs Tariff there is an 
assessment of less than ‘Specific—U.S.$0.01 per gross kilo plus 
10 per cent ad valorem’ these figures will serve as the basis for 
determining the tax. The Department of Economy is authorised to 
lower the tax if necessary. 


9. Industries classified in the Law of Protection and Promotion of 
Industrial Development which produce medicines, pharmaceutical 





“specialities” and other products comprised in the Law of June 10, 
1938 will be exempt from annual Registration Tax. This exemption 
will also apply to any reform likely to be made to the said Law 
except when it is specifically contrary to the terms of such reform. 


. The tax levied on pr meeaite or on any article which is regularly 


required in a special form and, therefore, involves a general increase 
in the production cost of such an article is declared as a tax or 
contribution of a general character which may only be created by 
Congress.

Quota licences issued to established importers are calculated on a 
fixed percentage of one-half of past imports in a chosen base year. 
Generally speaking, licences can be used in either the Soft Currency 
Area or the Dollar Area. 


Unauthorized imports are liable to be severely penalized. United 
Kingdom exporters are advised, therefore, not to enter into firm 
cormmitments with importers or arrange for the shipment of any 
licensable goods without first ascertaining from the importer that he 
holds a valid import licence.

VIRGIN ISLANDS

This notice means that an interested party has suggested to the 
Minister of Commerce and Industry that the products mentioned 
above should be made in the Federation of Malaya. Firms to which 
Pioneer Certificates are granted will enjoy the benefit of exemption 
from the Federation Company Tax for a period of from two to five 
years, depending on the amount of capital invested in the Federation. 


The Government of the Federation of Malaya has also announced 
that the following industries and products have been declared Pioneer 
Industries and Pioneer Products under the above-mentioned Ordi- 
nance:

FORMOSA 
Statute for Encouragement of Investment 


A REVISED Foreign Investment Law was promulgated in Formosa 
in December 1959. In order to attract more investment, the legis- 
lature have now approved a “Statute for Encouragement of Invest- 
ment” which came into force on 10th September, 1960. Some of 
the provisions of the Statute, chiefly those connected with taxes, 
will not however take effect until Ist January, 1961. 


The main incentives to foreign investment in Formosa incor- 
porated in the Statute are the following: 

(a) Article 5 

A five year tax holiday for new enterprises. (The previous 
period was three years.) 

(b) Article 6 

A maximum rate of business income tax, including all forms 
of surtax, of 18%. (The previous maximum was 324%). 

(c) Article 13. 

Revaluation of assets whenever the wholesale price index 
rises 25% above the base figure of the Ist of January, 1961, 
or the figure on the date of the last revaluation. 

(d) Article 18. 

Duties and taxes on machinery and equipment imported by 
productive enterprises may be paid in instalments after the 
machinery and equipment are put into operation. 

The Nationalist authorities claim that when this new Statute is 
put into force, new investors in industry in Formosa will enjoy 
similar tax exemption privileges to those in Hong Kong.
